Removing. ‘Superfluous Hair SIDE GL ANCES — By pats Clark

cases where women were 
compelled to shave regularly 
just as a man would. Any- 
one troubled in this way even 
to a moderate extent is in- 
clined to search for a method 
for the removal of this su- 
perfluous hair and is in many 
cases disappointed. There 
are hundreds of preparations 
advertised for removing the hair. Some of 
these preparations are quite harmless, but they 
are usually effective only in removing the hair 
temporarily. 

There was at least one preparation on the 
market which contained a chemical drug which 
removed the hair permanently, but a good deal 
of opposition was raised to the use of this 
chemical due to the fact that it hod somewhat 
of a systemic action and not only removed the 
hair locally but also caused it to disappear on 
the top of the head where it is naturally at- 
tractive. 

Many doctors and beauty specialists have 
used the X-ray for the purpose of removing 
superfluous hair, but, as far as I know, this 
treatment has not proven successful in causing 
a destruction of the hair roots without at the 
same time somewhat injuring the tissues and 
producing wrinkles and a look of premature 
ageing. 

ne of the harmless, although temporary, 
methods of removing superfluous hair is by the 
use of some one of the resin and wax prepara- 
tions which are on the market. With this 
method the wax is heated and pasted on the 
skin over the unwelcome hair and allowed to 
cool. It is then forcibly jerked off, carrying 
with it the hair and sometimes the roots. Not 
all of the hair roots are removed by this pro- 
and the hairs generally grow in again, but 
slowly than after shaving. As a rule, 
treatments a month will suffice to 
that it does not show.

As a rule, this method is harmless although 
there are some sensitive skins which are irri- 
tated by some of these preparations. 

The best method and the only method I 
know of for permanently removing superfluous 
hair harmlessly th the electric needle 
Operators who use this process can be found 
in almost any large city. A galvanic electrical 
current is used and a thin bulbuus-pointed 
needle is pushed down the hair shaft beside the 
hair root; the current is then turned on and the 
hair root is burned out. This treatment is 
slightly painful at the time and somewhat slow, 
although the process is somewhat speeded up 
nowadays by the use of a multiple needle sys- 

The removal of hair in this way is neces- 
ly expensive because of the time, care and 
skill required, but it is the one pcsitive way 
of removing superfluous hair which I recom- 
mend, as it seems to result in no lasting injury.

Every mother desires her daughter to be a social success. She wants | 
her to have a gay time as a girl, to be admired by men, to have plenty | 
of dates and eventually to make a good marriage. When this does not 
happen, when daughter spends her evenings at home reading an im- 
proving book instead of stepping out with a young man, and when she | 
is left at the last hanging upon the parent bough. Mother is even more | 
chagrined and disappointed than the girl. 

Mother can't understand it, because so far as she can see Julia is 
just as pretty and attractive as she was when she was young, yet she 
always had plenty of beaux, while Julia has never had one to bless 
herself with. But the answer to Mother's problem is often herself, 
and the reason why Julia isn't popular is because, without knowing 
it or intending it, Mother has handicapped her so heavily that she 
cannot possibly win out. 

The most obvious type of this marplot mother is, of course, the 
woman who is so determined to keep- her innocent little darling unspot- 
ted from the world that she shuts her completely out of the world of 
young people. She isn’t going to have her Julia carrying on like all 
the other Julias and staying out after 12 o'clock at parties and so as 
Julia can’t run with the gang she is left at home lamenting, 

Then there is the other woman who ruins her daughter's chances 
by pinchhitting for her and who pursues every youth with such fell 
determination that he flees in terror from her. Her daughters are 
going to have attention from men even if the men have to be bribed, 
cajoled, coerced and shanghaied into taking them places. In season 
and out of season she ballyhoos her girls’ charms, and tells how beauti- 
ful, how amiable, how domestic they are until she depreciates their 
real value by her overadvertising. 


There is the mother who blights her daughter's chances of success 
by enforcing perpetual babyhood on her. Mother doesn't wart a grown- 
up daughter to date her, so she keeps daughter shut up in the nursery 
long after she should be learning her way about in society. Mother 
always refers iv her as “my little girl’ and gives the impression rhe is 
still playing with dolls. When the little gir!, aged 20 and nearly six 
feet tall, does come forth from her hiding place she is a good deal of 
the moron her mother has made her, and is‘shy and awkward and Jack- 
ing in pojse and conversation. 


Another mother who is often her daughter's worst rival is the 
woman who is vivid, vivacicus, dramatic and who has the gift of 
showmanship, Only too often this kind of woman has a daughter who 
is just sort of an also-ran girl, good enough looking, intelligent 
enough, attractive cnough to hold her own if only she were not 
brought in deadly contrast with her brilliant mother. That just sim- 
ply flattens her out and leaves her drabber and more commonplace 
than she really is.

Mamma 
doesn’t really intend any harm. 


She is just trying to see if she has lost her charm for the opposite 
sex, but it makes the girl run such a poor second to Mother that it 
causes the boy to lose interest in her. Girls who have very attractive 
mothers nearly always suffer from an inferiority complex 


Or it may be that the reason a girl is not popular is because her 
mother is inhospitable to young people and doesn't like to have 
them tracking in mud, or running the redio after 10 o'clock, or 
scratching up the floors dancing.

ONDON, Eng. Sept. 22.—(By 
Mail)—The Trades Union Con- 
gress has just held its annual con- 
ference at Plymouth and next 
month the Labor party will meet at 
Edinburgh. The sequence, which is 
usual, is of no small importance. It 
means that the trades unionists de- 
termine the limits of Labor party 
policy. 

For the Labor party is not the po- 
litical organ of Labor alone; it in- 
cludes a large body of Socialists 
who are not trade unionists and 
who bleong to all classes of society. 
Formerly these Socialists, formed 
for political purposes, the Social 
Democratic Federation. After the 
war the two bodies merged, the 
Labor party having adopted the 
basic principles of Socialism 

Officially, the party styles itself 
the Labor party but its opponents 
in the press and 
on the platform 
insist on calling it 
the Socialist 
party, presumab- 
ly to exploit to 
the full the pre}- 
udice of a large 
part of the elect- 
orate against So- 
cialism.

predominant, and

Labor party, or, J. E. Norcross 
if one will, the Socialist party, 


has never become revolutionary in 
this country. Sir Stafford Cripps, 
who is a barrister, may make the 
flesh of the bourgeoisie creep, but 
it is such men as Clynes, Citrine 
and Bevin who really shape the 
course the party takes. 

There will be a good deal of ex- 
tremist talk at Edinburgh but the 
Trades Union Congress, having al- 
ready spoken at Plymouth, one 
knows what the decisions of the 
Labor party conference will be.

You may get away with a little football chatter, 
especially if you won your letter at college, but steer clear 
of bowling. Now that the maples are tumbling again here in 
Edmonton, this warning is urgent to all men, Frank G. 
Menke relates the sad story of Jimmy Smith and Mrs. 
Floretta D. McCutcheon of Pueblo, Colorado, in his current 
issue of “All Sports Magazine” and it is condensed herewith. 


New High In Red Faces 


HEN Smith was rated as the world’s champion bowler, 
he came to Pueblo in the course of an exhibition tour. 
To his dismay and discomfort, he found that the local ex- 
pert they had picked to bowl against him was a quiet little 
woman named Mrs. McCutcheon. Smith hemmed and hawed 
in a tactful effort to explain that he really wanted to meet 
some one who would extend him and make the game in- 
teresting. 

Mrs. McCutcheon just smiled sweetly at him and 
urged him to go ahead and do his very best. She 
wouldn’t mind at all if he won and she would do her best 
just the same. Finding there was no way out of it, Smith 
went to work and rolled himself a three-game total of 
686, which is mighty good rolling in 10-pins. 

The middle-aged Mrs. McCutcheon went quietly to work 
in turn with the heavy balls and the maples began falling | 
as if she were mowing them down with a machine gun. By 
the time they were all counted up, she had just exactly 704 
for the three games. When Smith came out of the fog a day 
or two later, he pronounced Mrs. McCutcheon the world’s 
greatest. bowler—man or woman. 

Since that time Mrs. McCutcheon has hung up what is 
probably the greatest record in bowling history. Here are 
some of the highlights of it to date, She has rolled nine per- 
fect games of 300, 19 games of 299 and four games of 290. 
ln match play in 1931, she rolled a three-game total of 832. 
In 12 consecutive games in St. Paul, 1932, she averaged 248 
per game. During eight years that she has been touring and 
teaching women how to bowl she has played 6,240 games 
and averaged 201 pins per game, 


It’s Park Avenue Stuff 
HE other day a reader wrote in asking if there is any 
difference between tennis and court tennis. There is- 
about $100,000 cash, a regal line of descent and an ultra- 
ultra rating in the Social Register. 


Court tennis is the world’s most exclusive and 
snooty game and yet one of the most difficult of them all. 
There are only 65 courts for it in the world today and only 
12 of these are on the North American continent. One of 
these 12 layouts, one is in the Whitney mansion at Man- 
hasset, Long Island. It is the most expensive of them all, 
costing approximately $250,000. 

It is one sport that never makes the sport pages of 
any paper—or to be more exact, the sport writers never 
make it. Play is restricted to a select circle of blue 
bloods. The spectators cre a handful of invited guests. 


It is played on a floor 110 feet long by 38 feet wide. 
Across the middle is stretched a net which is five feet high 
at the ends and slopes down to a height of three feet at the 
middle. The idea is much the same as ordinary tennis, but 
that is all. Each side of the net is cluttered up with all sorts 
or hazards that make the utmost accuracy imperative. The 
racquets are 27 inches in length and weigh around 16 ounces. 
The ball is made from strips of cloth wound tightly together 
and covered by a fine quality of melton cloth. The list of 
U.S. singles and doubles champions in this sport reads like 
an exclusive Vanderbilt dinner list. Ogden Phipps is the 
present singles champ, while he is also joint doubles titlist 
with William Rand.

MONTREAL, Oct. 3

Railway employees will replace the 
railway's 33-year-old non-contribut- 
ory system Jan. 1, 1937 

Increasing of the present 
scheme brought about the change 
Sir Edward Beatty, president and 
chairman of the board, declared in 
announcing the move. His state- 
ment appeared today in the “Cana- 
dian Pacific Staff Bulletin,” house 
organ of the railway here. 


PAID LARGE SUM 

Since the non-contributory plan's 
inception in 1903, the railway has 
paid out $18,201,640 in pensions 
Continuance on the same basis, Sir 
Edward declared, would “eventual- 
| ly impose upon the company finan- 
cial burdens which it would be un- 
able to bear.” 

Under the new plan, officers and 
employees will contribute three per 
cent of earnings. Rates of pension 
will be practically unchanged, and 
| the pensioning age will be the same 
as now. 

“It is hoped that all those eligible 
will become contributors,” Sir Ed- 
ward declared in his statement. In 
an adjoining column of the “Bulle- 
tin” an explanatory article says 
that after December 31 all new em- 
ployees who may become eligible 
for pensions will be required to 
become contributors.
